The theory of socialism as applied 
in practice has received a signal re­ 
buff in New Zealand, 
T h ' 
purpose 
there wag to have the 
governm ent 
provide 
work 
for ail 
w age-earners 
who could not find private employ- 
J mein. Accordingly the state has hired 
'su rp lu s labor in building governm ent 
railw ays, opening and farm ing pub­ 
lic lands and in other public rev­ 
enues have decreased and the funds 
available for the distribution of wages 
have dropped this year from $12,000,- 
000 to $7,000,000. Sim ultaneously the 
funds at hand for all other depart­ 
m ents of the insular governm ent have 
decreased. The situation has become 
such that one-seventh of the popula­ 
tion of New 
Zealand is dependent 
upon the state for work. Hence sud- 
d lily it has Ivecome pre-em inently a 
land o r the unemployed. 
Perhaps it is not surprising that 
the remedy proposed for this collapse 
of socialism is th at it be holstered 
by more socialism. That would fie a 
political application of homeopathy to 
the state that fares ill. It is now pro­ 
posed that the governm ent shall in­ 
sure against n o n em p ty rn cut: in other 
words, that it shall provide a pension 
for these out of work. It may ba as­ 
sumed that this is the delilterately 
chosen policy of the governm ent. since 
the plan is advocated by the m inis­ 
ter of finance. . I t is also suggested 
that a further insular loan be float­ 
ed in the London m arket in order to 
meet the demand for work. The pres­ 
ent indebtedness of New Bestand is 
$350 p?r capita, the annual interest 
charges being approxim ately HO for 
each man. woman and child. There is 
opposition ii\ 
the 
colony , to 
this 
scheme, and while the debate goes 
on, tile jobless clam or for jol>s and 
bread. 
The socialists are facing the 
economic 
^ p o ssib ility 
of 
squaring 
the circle. But if the rest of the world 
learns the lesson. New Zealand will 
not have undergone its experience in 
vain.

D ealers are buying and the crop 
is being m arketed this year at a tim e 
when there was no cotton

m arket last year. 
Oklahoma has fared in cotton crop 
shortage sim ilar to the neighlm rlng 
states of Texas and A rkansas, accord­ 
ing to crop bulletins- on estim ated 
production. 
That cotton dealers have faith in 
the state as a cotton country "is prov­ 
en by the fact that there are more 
cotton buyers in Oklahoma City this

In some aspects the ver­ 
nacular shows traces of a Chinese ad­ 
m ixture; in others it is clear 
that 
North Am erican Indian term s are na­ 
il ve to It. 
It also shows traces of 
barbaric languages spoken on the east 
coast of Africa. 
I he people them selves bear physi­ 
ological traits found in those who 
speak the said tongues. 
The native 
name of Basqueland is Eskuara, and 
their m otto is ‘‘Iruracbat,*’ or “three In 
one. 
Nor is their political structure

Each Basque province is governed 
b.v a pal ilam ent composed of repre­ 
sentatives—selected partly by election, 
partly by lot—am ong the householders 
of each country parish or tow n.
